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RIC  ASSISTS  FRONTIER  HOSPITAL 
OBTAIN  $475,000  IN  GRANTS 

A  New  Mexico  County  Extension  agent 
discovered  through  first  hand  experience  that  the 
36  year  old  x-ray  machine  at  De  Baca  General 
Hospital  did  not  produce  legible  x-rays.  Seeking 
funding  assistance  for  the  Fort  Sumner  medical 
facility,  he  called  the  New  Mexico  RIC  State 
Coordinator  who  put  him  in  contact  with  RIC. 

RIC  supplied  him  with  information  about 
grant-seeking  strategies  and  applica¬ 
tion  procedures  and  identified  one 
grant  program  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  (HUD)  for  which  the 
hospital  qualified.  The  county  agent 
used  these  resources  for  the  text  and 
justification  of  a  grant  request  to  the 
New  Mexico  state  legislature  which 
approved  a  $260,000  hospital  grant  to  De  Baca 
General  in  1989.  Simultaneously  he  pursued  the 
HUD  grant  identified  by  the  RIC  staff. 

Five  months  after  the  approval  of  the  state 
legislature  grant  HUD  approved  an  additional 
$215,000  grant  to  De  Baca  General.  With  these 
two  grants  the  hospital  purchased  basic  hospital 
equipment  along  with  intensive  care  and  surgical 
equipment,  including  a  new  x-ray  machine,  a  fetal 
heart  monitor,  and  a  heart  defibrillator.  The 
hospital  was  able  to  replace  antiquated 
equipment,  some  exceeding  40  years!  The  funds 
allowed  De  Baca  General  staff  to  update  their 
medical  facilities  and  provide  improved  health 
care  to  an  isolated  rural  community  located  in  an 
area  with  less  than  one  person  per  square  mile 
and  over  150  miles  to  the  nearest  urban  hospital.
